School Cengus Shows Great In- 
crease in Chicago Since 1904. 


2.172 IN A SINGLE SQUARE. 


First and Second Wards Lose Because 
of Growth of Business. 


Unofficial estimates made yesterday by 
those in charge of the schoo! census indicate 
that Chicage now has a population of about 
2,140,000. 

The returas made by the enumerators who 
have been canvasefhg the city are the basis 
of this conclusion: Preliminary statistics 
on five wards have been completed and a 
general survey of the figures from all parts 
of the city has been made during the week. 

“The increase over the total four years 
ago, when the last general school census 
was taken, will be much more than 20 per 
cent,” said W. T. Monroe, superintendent of 
the census. “In the First and Second wards, 
of course, there has been a marked decrease, 
but in the other wards the increase runs to 
50 per cent and even higher.”

This is based on 
the ratio between the number of names in the 
directory and the total population, according 
to the federal census of 1900. 

Mr. Monroe estimates that the decrease In 
the First ward will be 25 percent.

The 
Bieser convention elected the delegates who 
won the final victory. The Harding conven- 
tion chose H. P. Ramsay of Dayton and 
Oscar A. Gale of Eaton. Both delegations 
were instructed for, Taft, but the Bieser dele- 
gates, who reside in Dayton, have thesupport 
of the Taft organization. 


Dover Would Not Enter. 


Two Taft delegations contested for the 
seats of the delegates from the Tenth Ohio 
district. There is a fight for the congres- 
sional nomination in this district between 
Representative Henry T. Bannon and Romu- 
lus Johnson, both of Portsmouth. 

The congressional committee split, with 
the result that there were two conventions, 
two congressional nominations, and two sets 
of delegates to the national convention, both 
of which were instructed for Taft. The 
Johnson delegation, which was seated, was 
composed of Philo 8. Clark of Portsmouth 
and Edwin Jones of Jackson. 

The Bannon delegates were Elmer Dover, 
the secretary of the national committee. and 
Joseph Clutts of Wellston. The Taft organ- 
ization was in sympathy with the Johnson 
faction. 

Before the case was considered Secretary 
Dover laid before the nationas committee an 
announcement declining to take part in the 
contest in view of his relations to the national 
committee. His name, therefore, was 
dropped, and his alternate, W. H. Nigh, was 
considered in his stead. 

In the contest from the Thirteenth Ohio 
district, the committee seated Grant E. 
Mouser of Marion and Charles A. Judson of

In this dietrict the Foraker men secured 
the majority of the members of the congres- 
sional committee, and the Taft people bolted 
and hele a convention of their own.

Senator Gives His Views on What 
Platform Should Embrace. 


Terms Both Illinois Candidates for 
National Committee Good Men. 


Senator Shelby M. Cullom arrived at the 
Auditorium Annex last evening with Mrs. 
Cullom and his clerk, prepared to remain 
until after the convention. As soon as he had 
looked over the field, he said he hoped the 
republicans would so conduct themselves 
that there would be harmony after the con- 
vertion. 

The only thing he had to criticise, he said, 
was the action of Frank H. Hitchcock in sit- 
ting with the committee. 

On the subject of the Ill mois national com- 
mitteeman, Senator Cullom did not commit 
himself. He had not more than reached the 
hotel before friends of Frank O. Lowden and 
of Fred W. Upham were asking his support, 
but he wouldn't sdy anything except that 
they both were good men. Some months 
ago, it is understood, Mr. towden asked him 
to do what he could for him in securing his re- 
election to the committeeship. 

The senator looked well, much better than 
when he last was in Chicago, but wae fa- 
tigued from his journey. He said hecouldn’t 
sieep as well on the cars as he could several! 
years ago when he was campaigning. The 
venerabie statesman was an interesting fig- 
ure in the corridor by the Elizabethan room 
where many persons stopped to greet him. 


Talks of Platform. 


**I haven’t had much chance to talk about 
the platform,” sald Mr. Cullom, “‘ but it 
should be progressive, full of life and vigor. 
It should stand by the administration and 
advocate the general principles which have 
cheracterized this administration. It also 
should stand by the courts. 

“IT belleve the platform should take a 
strong stand for tariff revision, reducing 
duties where they should be reduced and rais- 
ing tnem where they are not high enough, 
but I would not undertake to specify what 
duties. 

*‘I suppose I know less about what has 
been done by the present convention than 
any,;that has been held in the last twenty- 
five ‘years. All that 1 know about its delib- 
erations has been gathered from newspapers. 
What are the ‘allies’ doing tonight? ’’ 

He was told what it was reported they were 
doing, and he made no comments beyond 
saying: 

‘The convention should be so conducted 
that it will be followed by perfect harmony 
among the republicans afterward. We 
should be in a position after we have nomi- 
nated our candidates and drafted our plat- 
form to be able to say to every fair minded 
man: ‘Now let us get out and elect our 
ticket.’ 


Says All Are Good Men. 
“I'm acquainted with all the candidates, 
and they areall goodmen. Everybody knows 
that I am for Cannon, of course.

But Taft 
is a good man, too, and would make a great 
president. I supported him for -Supreme 
court justice when it was thought Fuller 
would resign. I don’t know Mr. Hughes as 
well, but I have every reason to believe he 
would make excellent timber. Knox has 
made a good record as a senator and would 
no doubt fill the presidential chair accepta- 
bly.’’

“The only thing I should criticise at all— 
the only thing I could possibly feel aggrieved 
over—was Mr. Hitchcock’s going on the com- 
mittee.

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road and operate it not for the benefit of

When the plan comes to be worked out 
"it will probably be necessary to make a 
physical valuation of the railroads and to 
tabulate their earnings and expenses, s0 
that the interstate commerce commission 
would be in position to say whether any pro- 
posed issue of stock or bonds was justifiable 
or not. This physical valuation will probably 
not be mentioned in the platform because 
it is considered merely a.means to an end. 
The plank on this subject will only be a 
pledge on the part of the republican party 
that it will do what it can to protect the pub- 
lic against fraudulent overcapitalization. It 
will be made entirely clear that this will not 
interfere in the slightest degree with any 
stock or bond now on the market, no matter 


| how it may have been issued or whether it 


has any tangible value back of it or not. 
The new policy looks to the future entirely. 
Those who are urging it believe it. will be 
immensely popular and that the party will be 
able to go before the public with a definite 
railroad policy for the future which will be 
even more in the public interest than the 
actual regulation of rates. 


Federal Ownership Background. 


It is only natural to expect that the rail- 
road people will fight this attempted plat- 
form declaration by every means in their 
power. They hold fast to the constitutional 
position outlined by Sehator Spooner and 
they insist that the regulation of issues of 
securities is a matter for the states alone, 
just as they also insisted that only thé states 
can license a corporation to do anything at 
all. There will be a good many delegates in 
the convention who wieh to conciliate the 
railroad interests. The argument will be 
made against this proposed plank that the 
railroads have been harassed enough under 
the Roosevelt administration and that the 
republicans should not take a single step fur- 
ther in the direction of what they fear may 
grow into government ownership of the 
whole system of interstate transportation. 

Both President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Taft are firmly opposed to the whole scheme 
of government ownership. They expect to 
see a plank looking in that direction, at least, 
adopted by the democratic convention at 
Denver. The president takes the ground, as 
he has done all along, that the whole theory 
of regulation of rates and of the supervision 
ofthe raiiroads by the general government is 
for the express purpose of preventing gov- 
ernment ownership. He and the secretary of 
war are firmly of the belief that unless the 
railroads are properly supervised so that 
they shall be run asa legitimate business and 
not as mere avenues for stock jobbing opera- 
tions, there will surely be a growth of senti- 
ment for government ownership as the only 
way of protecting the public againet the per- 
sonal rapacity of unscrupulous railroad 
financiers of the Harriman type. ' 


Explains Taft Activity. 


It is with special reference to these two 
planks, the declaration for tariff revision at 
a special session, and the pledge to supervise 
the lasue of railroad securities that the Taft 
people have been so. busy in securing con- 
trol, as they now believe they have done, of 
the committee on resolutions.

The votes were split 
up between two delegations, but an agree- 
ment was reached that the joint delegations 
from that state would permit the Taft men 
to name the member of the resolutions com- 
mittee, and this they already have done. 
With the exception of the favorite son states 
and a majority of the New Engiand com- 
monwealths; the Taft men will have their 
own representative on the resolutions com- 
mittee {In a great proportion of cases. They 
assert now that they have a majority of the 
committee beyond all contest, and they be- 
lieve that when the preliminary roll is con- 
cluded they will have at least two-thirds of 
the committee. 


Confidence in Hopkins. 

It must be remembered that the committee 
on resolutions is appointed by the temporary 
organization of the convention. The com- 
mittee on credentials may reverse some of 
the findings of the national committee. It 
would be strange if it did not. The report 
of the credentials committee, however, will 
not be completed until the resolutions com- 
mittee has practically concluded its work. 

Senator Hopkins of Illinois is for Cannon 
and is loyal to the Illinois candidate. Atthe 
same time, he has always been in close touch 
with the White house and has generally sup- 
ported the president in all of his more im- 
portant policies. If that were not so, he 
would not be chairman of the committee, be- 
cause that officer is elected by the committee 
itself, which will be in control of the Taft 
men. The administration has entire confi- 
dence in Senator Hopkins, however, and it 
has received every assurance that he will act 
with perfect fairness.

efforts, J. ©. Manning of Alabama, a white 
supporter of the Foraker candidacy, last 
night led the ** black troops ”’ of the ** allies ”’ 
in their most sensational assault upon the 
administration and the Taft candidacy since 
the campaign began. 

What Manning, who is editor of the South- 
ern Republican and former member of the 
Alabama legislature, didn’t say against 
Secretary Taft and Mr. Hitchcock, Mr. Taft's 


manager, would be hat to find in a lexicon 


of vituperation unless the searcher were an 
exceedingly apt scholar. 

President Roosevelt, Secretary Taft, and 
Mr. Hitchcock were blamed for all the ills 
of politics which have fallen upon the black 
man of the south, and charges of crookedness 
were made as fast as Mr. Manning could de- 
liver them. The meeting was held under 
the auspices of the anti-Taft negro organ- 
izations at Oddfellows’ hall, 3835 State street, 
and opened with prayer and singing. 

-J. C Ayler, a negro lawyer from New 
York, opened the fire of oratory, and his 
speech seemed to be sizzling hot from the 
griddle until Mr. Manning followed him into 
action and melted the grate bars. 


Manning Opens Fire. 


“Tf you fellows have the sand In your giz- 
zards that I have in my craw, we'll go out 
and blow the republican party to atoms, 
where it belongs, if it goes for Taft,”’ an- 
nounced Manning to the accompaniment of 
cheers. “The ark of liberty is going to sai! 
soon and you won’t see anything of T. Roose- 
velt and his teeth when we slip the moorings, 
either. 

* Roosevelt has sent his secretary of war 
to Panama to stop ballot bex stuffing, to 
Cuba to stop ballot box stuffing, and now this 
same secretary of war, by means of his 
henchmen, is engaged in ballot box stuffing 
through the national committee. This man 
Hitchcock, after he had bribed delegates as 
far as he could, was transferred here where 
he could exercise the most influence. 

‘*Y charge here tonight, without equivoca- 
tion, that the national administration used 
Washington lawyers and federal patronage 
to bring bogus delegations to this convention. 
They knew they could not nominate Taft 
in any other way. 

Tells of Stacked Convention. 


‘In my county in Alabama we have a re- 
publican organization made up of a chair- 
man and a county committee. At the in- 
stance of an internal collector of customs, a 
government storekeeper and gauger, three 
postmasters, the father of a postmaster and 
two brothers got together without notice 
and held what they calledaconvention. The 
ehairman is a disqualified voter. 

‘*In this committee room is sworn evidence 
that what I say is true, and if Mr. Hitch- 
cock denies it, be says what is not true and 
what he knows is not true, asdoes the fellow 
behind him. 

“Another instance: . Ten postmasters 
walked out and held a convention and are 
aitting here while others are found to be 
‘without merit.’ 

‘“‘ Here ig Henry Cabot Lodge, who winked 
at the dismiseal of the Brownsville soldiers, 
sitting up here helping to pad a convention 
with Taft delegates. Hereare political agree- 
ments made in the parlors of white hotels 
where negroes cannot go." ..._, 

Says “Who’s Afraid?” 

At this point Mr. Manning fanned his fow- 
ing roach of hair with his hand and then 
looked around at the audience with the ex- 
pression, “ Who's afraid?” : 

Evidently the little man with the durable 
voice wasn’t, for he quickly resumed his 
ripping of the atmosphere. He almost wept 
when he described Ulysses 8. Grant as “ the 
silent hero whose memory Taft has sought to 
defame.’’ He fairly shrieked when he in- 
sisted that he will tell the old soldiers about 
it, and expressed perfect willingness to “walk 
barefooted all the way to Faneuil hall” to 
defeat Taft and the republican ticket if 
Taft is nominated. 

In a less impassioned moment, just after 
he had taken a drink of water and before 
he had climbed again to the boiling point 
of crowded epeech, the orator prophesied that 
Taft will not be, nominated at all, and even 
guessed that he will be defeated on the first 
ballot. 

But when he became so excited that he 


shook his cuffs out of the sleeves of his coat, 
he went so far as to gay that “ It looks as 
though Taft is going to be elected.” 

However, in the main, Mr. Manning opined 
that “ Mr. Taft and his brother Charley and 
his $10,000,000 boodle bag ’’ haven’t any walk 
away even in the convention. 

The net result was that Manning stirred 
his black hearers to a high emotional pitch 
and barked himself hoarge. A committee 
of twenty-five was appointed to draw up 
suitable anti-Taft resolutions for presenta- 
tion to another meeting next Monday. « 

Among the other speakers present at the 
meeting were Prof. D. W. Garty of Missis-

MINISTER WU VISITS CHICAGO. | 


Chinese Statesman Given Convention 
Tickets—Declares American 
Politics Are Mystery. 


The long standing differences between rival 
tongs, or Chinese societies, which have 
cauged atleast one murder in Chicago, prob- 
ably will be the subject for some diplomatic 
work on the part of Wu Ting-fang, Chinese 
minister to the United States, who arrived in 
Chicago last evening. 

Minister Wu admitted that he was greatly 
interested in thé welfare of his countrymen 
in Chicago and that. he intended to bend his 
energies in an effort to bring about peace 
between the warring factions. 

**T am for peace and shall do whatever I 
ean to bring about peace among the Chinese 
here,” said the minister. “Of course if a 
Chinaman is guilty of murder he should be 
punished just as anybody else. I want it to 
be understood that I will do nothing that 
might block the ends of justice. Iam greatly 
interested in the case.” 

The murder case alluded to by the ambas- 
sador is that of Chin Wai, who was shot and 
killed in Clark street some months ago. 
Moy Dong Hoy, leader of the Chinese in Chi- 
cago, is one of the defendants in the trial. 


Given LL. D. at Champaign. 

Minister Wu arrived in Chicago in the even- 
ing from Champaign, where he addressed the 
students at the University of Illinois in the 
afternoon. He was perplexed at the fact that 
the degree of doctor of laws had been con- 
ferred upon him at the university, although 
the same degree already had been his for 
some years. 

“J really didn’t need this degree, as I a}- 
ready was one doctor of law,” he explained. 
‘‘T have no need to be two coctors of laws.”’ 

The minister, who was attired in orienta] 
costume, reached the Grand Pacific hotel 
shortly before 10 o’clock in the evening. He 
refused to see any of his countrymen who 
were grouped. about the lobby of the hotel, 
however, until he had been led to a bounteous 
dinner for which he had been waiting with 
more or less patience for some hourm The 
secretary explained that there was no diner 
on the train and that the desires of theinner 
man had been painfully evident during the 
last hours of the trip. 


Find Convention Tickets Waiting. 

Minister Wu learned, after arriving at the 
hotel, that he was amohg the favored few 
who had tickets to the republican nationa! 
convention thrust upon them. He received 
notice that seats had been reserved at the 
convention for himself and party. 

‘Will you avail yourself of this opportu- 
nity to see the workings of a national party 
from the inside?” he was asked. 

“ Well,” -he said, “ I do not know anything 
of your politics—I cannot interest myself in 
politics here. Of course, if I should happen 
to be ‘in Chicago at the time I shal? visit the 
convention for a time.” 

The minister carefully avoided any refer- 
ence to his choice as to candidates.

AMBUSH LOWDEN; AID UPHAM 


Latter’s Friends Dash for Nation- 
al Committee Seat. 


DENEEN AND BUSSE HELP. 


Congressman. Who Thought Victory 
Certain Receives Shock. 


~ 


It became. plain last evening that Con- 
gressman Frank O. Lowden stands in seri- 
ous danger of being defeated as his own 
successor as the Illinois member of the na- 
tional committee. In fact, the friends of 
Fred W. Upham are confident the congress- 
man will be defeated and Mr. Upham elected. 

Up to date it has set a record as a“ nov- 
elty contest."”” There is no outward sign 
there is any fight on. Mr. Upham not only 
has not announced himself as a candidate 
but even says he is not seeking the place. 
Of course, if he should be chosen he would 
accept it. But in spite of all this his friends 
have succeeded in starting under cover a 
contest which not only has “ set the Lowden 
peopie guessing ' but last evening caused 
them to send out scouts in an endeavor to 
discover just how serious the situation was. 

Monday Col. Lowden announced he would 
be elected without any opposition. What is 
more, he believed it, and so did his listeners. 
Tuesday James R. Cowley said no serious 
opposition possibly could be organized. The 
colonel had thirty-seven votes sure and that 
was more than enough. He believed this. 
But yesterday Col. Lowden’s friends got 
nervous. Judge K. M. Landis for one was at 
the Annex asking ‘“‘ What does all this Upham 
talk mean?” There were others asking the 
same auestion. 

Deneen and Busse Aid Him? 

The story has gone out that Gov. Deneen 
and Mayor Busse have joined hands in press- 
ing Mr. Upham for the place. While ft was 
not publicly acknowledged, {t became so 
well authenticated during the day that every- 
body believed it. The mayor made no at- 
tempt to conceal his desire to see Mr. Upham 
chosen, but had little to gay about the mat- 
ter. Others interested were equally reti- 
cent. 

As politics goes, however, a Deneen-Busse 
combination ought to elect Mr. Upham with- 
out much trouble. Between the two of them 
they can control the ten districte in Cook 
county, which, with their own as delegates at 
large, means twenty-two votes. There are 
only fifty-four in the Illinois delegation, a 
majority being twenty-eight, leaving only 
six more delegates to be brought into camp. 

Outside of the morai influence of s0 large 
a bunch of votes and the prestige attaching 
to Mr. Upham because of his work in bring- 
ing the convention to Chicago and making 
the necessary arrangements for its success- 
ful conduct, it would be a strange thing if 
the many personal friendships Mayor Busse 
has throughout the state and the influence 
of the governor in the territory outside of 
Cook county could not produce those neces- 
sary six votes. 


Appeal to Caanon. 


In fact it was reported in the evening that 
the Lowden people had become so alarmed 
they had appealed to Speaker Cannon for 
assistance. Ordinarily itisa matter in which 
“TIncle Joe” would not care to meddie, but 
the argument was made that Mr. Upham was 
one of the “ original Taft ’’ men in Illinois, 
whose éfforts had succeeded in breaking the 
solid delegation. from the state and electing 
two Taft delegates from the First district. 

But while Mayor Busse had punished Mr. 
Upham for his Taft affiliations by seeing to 
it that he did not win an election as a dele- 
gate to the convention, still he is backing him 
for the national committee, and Speaker Can- 
non cannot well lock horns with the mayor 
over the latter place, as it is due to Mr. 
Busse’s influence he did not lose more than 
one district in Chicago.

ran days ago, when the anti-Cummins 
people succeeded in beating Gov. Cunimins 
for the senatorship, they thought they had 
their old time enemy down and out at last, 
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His term as governor expires next winter, 
and one of their own friends is nominated in 
his place. There was nothing in sight for 
him except a long term as private citizen. 
That is, they thought so. During that time 
they could strengthen their own fences by 
the aid of state and national patronage. 
They figured the result would be gradual! po- 
litical extinction for the governor. 


Gives Cummins a Chance. 


But if Senator Dolliver is elected vice pres- 
ident, he must resign from, the senate by 
March 4. This would leave a vacancy in the 
senate to be filled by the legislature elected 
thie fall, im addition to the expired teem of 
Senator Allison. Gov. Cummins undoubtedly 
would be a candidate for the place and he 
might be elected. This would leave the anti- 
Cummins people, as badly off, as if they had 
been beaten in the recent senatorial prima- 
ries. Furthermore, the result of those pri- 
maries showed pretty plainly that had the 
governoPbeen running against any other can- 
didate than the veteran senator he probably 
would have won. He was not beaten badly 
as it was, and there is no question that 
Senator Allison was many thousands of 
votes stronger than any other man the anti- 
Cummins people could have named. 


“Lafe” Young Thunders. 


All of which led Col, Lafayette Young, or 
* Lafe,”’ editor of the Des Moines Capital, to 
express strong disapproval of the plan to 
nominate Senator Dolliver for the vice pres- 
idency. It should be mentioned that Mr. 
Young is one of the anti-Cummins leaders. 

“T don’t belleve there is a man in Iowa, 
republican or democrat, who does not con- 
cede that Senator Dolliver would make an 
admirable candidate for the vice presidency 
and an equally admirable vice president if 
elected,” said Mr. Young. ‘But it would 
disrupt the republican party in the state. 

‘* Senator Dolliver is now the party leader 
in Iowa, as the logical result of the Allison 
victory at the primaries Junel. His selection 
for the second place on the national ticket 
would relight.the flames of factionalism, 
which we hoped had been extinguished by 
those primaries, 

‘We have had a bitter factional fight In 
Iowa for ten years. The so-called ‘ progres- 
sives’ have been led by Gov. Cummins and 
aided by some 50,000 democrats, who voted 
with him. The democrats did this primarily 
because they had no real party of their'own 
in the state and also because they recognized 
in Cummins a man who believes with Bryan 
on the tariff issue. 

“To take Dolliver out of the senate and 
make his seat a prige to be struggied for, 
therefore, would be most unwise from the 
viewpoint of those who want to see peace 
in the republican party in the state.” 

They Do Love a Fight. 

But the Cummins people—and there will be 
just as many of them on the state delegation 
as their opponents—never yet have given any 
great proof of longing for peace in politics. 
Nothing is more to their liking than the 
prospect of another senatorial fight in the 
near future and consequently they consider 
Senator Dolliver the best man who can be 
named as Secretary Taft's running mate. 


LABOR QUIZ STAYS TIEUP 
OF WIRES AT CONVENTIONS. 


Resolution by La Follette Ordering In- 
quiry Into Telegraph Conditions Pre- 
vented Strike at Chicago and Denver. 


Washington, D. C., June 10.—[(Special.]— 
It was disclosed here today that had it not 
been for the passage of a resolution in the 
senate during tne closing days of the late 
session the experience of the country lastt 
year with the telegraphers’ strike would have 
been repeated in time to cripple the publicity 
of the proceedings of both national political 
conventions. 

A resolution directing the secretary of the 
department of commerce and labor to in- 
stitute an investigation into the affairs of all 
telegraph and telephone companies engaged 
in interstate business was adopted by the 
senate on May 28, having been offered by 
Senator La Follette. Secretary Straus today 
directed C. P. Neill, commissioner of labor, to 
investigate the companies as to handling 
public business, wages paid telegraphers and 
telephone operators and other employés, and 
working conditions, and furnish a state 
ment of the receipte and expenditures of the 
telegraph and telephone companies for five

rt was freely asserted by operators high in 
the telegraphera’ union that had congress 
not passed the resolution the telegraphers 
employed at Chicago during the republican 
national convention would have been ordered 
to cease work, and the strike would have ex- 
tended to the Denver convention if an agree- 
ment had not been reached. 

A statement by Commissioner of Labor 
Neill today that he would proceed at once 
upom the mission designated removed all 
danger of a telegraphérs’ strike this year.

‘Milwaukee Convention Declares 
for Saloon to “Promote Mor- 
als and Soeiability.” 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Milwaukee. Wis., June 10.—[{Special.}]— With 
a fund of $200,000 the United States Brewers’ 
association, which closed its convention in 
this city today after adopting a platform de- 
claring for temperance in the use of intox!- 
eating liquors, will start the waragainst pro- 
hibition. 

The entire fund will not be available before 
fall, but ample cash will be furnished to the 
officers and trustees ef the association to 
begin the battle at once. It is the intention 
of the brewers to wage war against the 


spread of prohibition through an educational » 


éampaign and the money will be tsed in giv- 
ing publicity to the matter favorable to their 


‘ Cause. 


Two years ago the brewers in convention 
decided to levy an assessment of 2 cents on 
each barrel of beer produced by the associa- 
tion's members, but only 1 cent of the tax 
on each barrel has been called in. 

The trustees decided today, and the mem- 
bers in executive session ratified the plan, to 
call for the remaining cent on each barrel at 
once, and this will make available before 
Oét. 1, it is believed, the $200,000. 


Promise to Correct Evils. 


The platform adopted by the brewers in the 
final sesrion today is the work of the com- 
mittee on resolutions. It recognizes the evils 
of the low class saloons and promises the as- 
sistance of the association in correcting 
them. 

In the secret session of the association 
pa followed the regular meeting, there 

some plain talk on the question of the 
brewere employing detectives and operating 
@ gecret service branch of the organization, 
the duty o* which shal! be to cotjperate with 
the authorities of states and cities to put ote 
dives and joints out of business. 

No definite action was taken on the ques- 
tion, 1. being left to the board of trustees to 
settle it. 

The declaration of principles reported by

of fermented beverages promotes both mor- 
allty and social order, the purpose of this 
statement is only to dispel the false im- 
pression that the commercial interest of the 
brewer is served by encouraging or conniving 
at lawlessness. We.do not deny that keen 
cémpetition has led to a multiplicity of sa- 
loons beyond the actual requirements of the 


market. 
“In ‘that respect our re does not 


er from many other lines, some of which. 


- have been recently overhauled by legislation 
 @alcaee to eliminate the evils Po lth: from 
excessive competition. The existing evils, 
however, can be eradicated by action on the 
part of individuals in the trade only if they 
are aided and supported by public sentiment 
and suitable laws, which will make it tm- 
possible for a small number of. people who 
. May not wish to abide by the concerted ac- 
tion of the majority of the trade. to make 
— each action futile. 
“ The brewers are ready and anxious to do 
heir share, to codperate to the extent of 
ir power in the work of elirninating abuses 
connected ue the retail trade. While re- 
the charge that theirs is the chief 
responsibility for the existence of such 
abuees, they ask the codperation of the pub- 
lic and of the proper authorities in the work 
‘making the saloon what it ought to be—a 
cg for wholesome refreshment and recrea- 


tion. 
es Political Acts Self-Defense. 

“ Second—-The brewer is charged with being 
in politics and using political power for the 
purpose. of influencing legislation, paralysz-. 
saeeds puprenre ection and pronectiag the disor- 
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derly saloon. Such statements are grossly 
exaggerated and highly colored. Rather, it is 
true that the existence of disorderly saloons 
is in many cases the work of a certain class 
of politicians who keep them alive for their 
own purposes, and in opposition to the wishes 
of the - brewers. With suitable laws properly 
enforced and backed by healthy public sen- 
timent, such disorderly saloons could be 
terminated, and not only the community 
purified of objectionable places but the brew- 
ing trade freed of an incubus it is now strug- 
giing to shake off without assistance. No 
one would hail such a consummation with 
gteater satisfaction than the brewer. 

“If the brewers have been driven into poll- 
tics, it is due to the intemperate attacks upon 
them along political lines, and we ask the 
public to bear in mind that self-preservation 
is an elementary instinct. Whenever a spirit 
of genuine inquiry and rational betterment 
shall take the place of heedless persecution 
aiming not at improvement, but at the exter- 
mination of our businees—and that is the ob- 
ject of both the prohibition and the anti- 
saloon movements, the protestations of the 
anti-saloon men to the contrary notwith- 
standing—the brewers will welcome it sympa- 
thetically and bring to all efforts at true 
progress the knowledge acquired from their 
practical acquaintance with the matter, and 
will, as brewers, gladly refrain from par- 
ticipation In politics. 


Now Working to Purify Trade. 


“ The brewers are ready to be taken at their 
word. Already in many places they are en- 
gaged in active work for the purification of 
the retail trade. In some cases this is being 
done on their own initiative with the help 
of the constituted authorities; in other.cases 
they are co$perating while the authorities 
and certain volunteer organizations are 
leading; again, they are doing it in spite of 
the politicians and against cme wishes of the 
so-called reformers. They are trying to do 
what is really and properly the work of the 
official repreeentatives of the people. 

“While not denying a certain amount of 
heedless competition our business has shared 
with many other lines—the realization. of un- 
fortunate and unlooked for consequences 
having come home to us only within recent 
times—we turn with confidence to the fair 
minded American public and ask it, in view 
of many practical instances of our sincerity 
given in the face of great difficulties, to con- 
sider the statements above made and to ac- 
cept our assurance that the objectionable 
features of the retail liquor traffic do not rest 
upon and are not backed either by the com- 
mercial interest or by any supposed political 
‘power of the brewers, but that the elimina- 
tion of such objectionable features is most 
earnestly desired by our trade, that we will 
lend our fullest coSperation toward their ex- 
tinction and invite the assistance of public 
officials and the people in general to that 
end.”’ 


Peace Seen with Distillers. 


iMstilling and brewing interests long have 
been antagonistic in their business, but it is 
believed the spread of the anti-saloon wave 
in all sections of the country will bring them 
closer together, and that the two will be 
found side by side henceforth in the fight 
for self-protection. — 

The National Wholesale.Liquor Dealers’ 
association meets soon at Niagara Falls, 
and it ia believed here an agreement between 
its members and the brewers as to plans for 
the battle will be made. 

The supply and machinery men represent- 
tng an industry allied with the brewers, or- 
ganized today the United States Manufac- 
turers’ and Merchants association, with 
George J. Oberniann, formerly of Milwaukee, 
now of New York, as presider.t, and they will 
give every assistance ve the fight dgainst 
prohibition. 

“The brewers etnies their bridges 


behind them, and are in the fight tothe end,” 


said Secretary Hugh F. Fox, a leading spirit 
in the convention. ‘“‘ They cannot turn back, 
ané they must now stand squarely on the 
platform they have adopted. This conven- 
tion has been productive of good results, and 
you may expeot us to come out with colors 
fiying.”’ 
New Trustees Are Elected. 


The convention selected seven members to 
fill the vacancies on the board of trustees, 
elected committees on publication, advisory, 
vigtiance, and labor, and adjourned to meet 
at the call of the board. 

It is not known where the next cenvention 
will be held, but it is believed Louisvile, Ky.., 
stands a good show to capture it.

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BUSINESS MEN FAVOR DENREN 


Trade Journal Explains Why 
Merchants Are for Governor. 


COMPARE HIM WITH YATES. 


Cheering Reports for John A. Johnson 
Come from East and South. 


Gov. Deneen obtained a reduction in freight 
rates for Dllinols merchants and that is one 
reaso1 why the business men of the state are 
supporting him, according to the Illinois Re- 
tail Merchants’ Journal. This publication is 
printed in Peoria, where the business men 
came out strongly for the governor recently, 
following the example of merchante in Chi- 
cago and other-cities. 

** Nine months after Gov. Deneen assumed 
office,” says the Journal! in its current issue, 
** a decision had been reached by the railroad 
and warehouse commission putting into ef- 
fect a reduction of 20 per cent on the local 
rater in [Illinois on five classes.” 


Contrasted with Yates. 


The attitude is contrasted with that of Gov. 
Yates. On this point the merchants’ paper 
says: 

‘* During the {ncumbency of Richard Yates 
as governor of Illinois an effort was made by 
Peoria, Quincy, Springfield, Decatur, and 
Jacksonville for a reduction and revision of 
classification of freights in Illinois. 

** One city after another was pacified by the 
rallroad companies until there were only two 
remaining contestants—Springfield and Deca- 
tur. Aftera hearing was had on this case the 
chairman of the railroad and warehouse com- 
mission, James Neville, made a public an- 
nouncement that a horizontal! reduction of 
25 per cent of the freight-rates in Illinois 
would be ordered. This, however, failed to 
materialize. 

The chairman of the commission was 
anxious to enter an order reducing the rates, 
but for some reason or other’Gov. Yates did 
not acquiesce and withheld his consent to the 
reduction; therefore, during the period that 
Richard Yates was governor of Illinois, no 
relief was brought to the merchants of this 
state in the way of es reduction in the rates 
of freight. 

“Upon the solicitation of delegates from 
Springfield and Decatur, the state associatio 
as an organization entered into the contest 
for a reduction and revision of rates fn IIli- 
nois. Money was appropriated by the execu- 
tive board of our state association to carry 
on the contest, and we want to say to the 
everlasting credit of Gov. Deneen that he in- 
terested himself personally in this cause..’’ 


Confers with Johnson. 


Samuel Alschuler, democratic candidate 
for the Illinois gubernatorial nomination, 
visited Gov. John A. Johnson in St. Pau! 
this week. This news, which reached Chi- 
cago democrats yesterday, was commented 
upon as being significant. 

The governor and Mr. Alschuler held a long 
conference, it was stated, and Frederick B. 
Lynch, Mr. Johnson's manager, was present. 

‘* Mr. Alschuler evidently is convinced that 
the only chance for electing the democratic 
ticket in Illinois is to have a man liké John- 
gon at the head of the national ticket,’’ com- 
mented one democrat, not a Bryan admirer. 

Z. E. Nelson of New York, who visited the 
Johnson headquarters at the Grand Pacific 
hotel, brought the follewing information: 

‘In New York and other eastern states 
they are talking of no one but Johnson for 
the democratic nomination.” 

A communication was received from Louis- 
jana to the effect that, though the Louisiana 
delégation to the Denver convention ig un- 
instructed, every member is for Gov. John- 
son. 

Confirmation was received from Con- 
necticut that not more than two of the Con- 
necticut delegates are for Bryan. 


Committee Meets Today. 


The democratic county committee will 
meet this afternoon at the headquarters at 
91 Clark street, but it is expected that it 
will adjourn without transacting any great 
amount of business until Saturday. The 
committee will receive a list of various can- 
didates from the thirty-five wards. There 
are more than 100 for municipal judgeships, 
nearly half that number for memberships of 
the sanitary district board, and four or five 
candidates for each of the other offices. 

When the candidates are all classified the 
committee will begin the task of discarding 
all but enough to fill out the ticket.

$100,000 MAIL POUCH STOLEN 


Shipment from Los Angeles Dis- 
appears at Kansas City. 


BANKS SUFFER BIG _ LOSS. 


Sack Believed to Contain $50,000 in 
Currency Sent to New York. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 10.—[{Special.}— 
A registered mail| pouch containing bank 
notes of at least $50,000 in currency and, 
it is supposed, as much more fm miscellaneous 
remittances and letters has dropped from 
sight with sufficient mystery to baffle the 
secret service. 

For forty-eight hours postoffice ingepectors 
have been seeking an answer to the pugzle 
that promises to prove one of the largest 
thefts committed from the postoffice depart- 
ment in years. 


Theft Committed Saturday. 


The pouch wage in transit from Los Angeles 
to New York. From the check system of 
the department railway mail service it is 
known that the theft was perpetrated Satur- 
day night somewhere in the jurisdiction of 
the Kansas City division. Beyond that the 
officials have found no clew that they are 
willing to publish. 

That a pouch of value has disappeared was 
admitted today by the department at Wash- 
jngton, by Rostmaster M. H. Flint of Los 
Angeles, and by Inspector W. J. Vickery, 
attached to the Kansas City postoffice. 

The fact that mail in process of transfer at 
the Union depot in Kansas City is handled in 
a temporary substation since the destruction 
of the regular branch office by fire several 
months ago supports the theory that advan- 
tage was taken of conditions presumed to 
be more lax than ordinarily. 

Bank Cashier Confirms Loss. 

This afternoon some additional informa- 
tion relative to the package of currency 
supposed .to have been in the pouch was 
obtained from Cashéer Charles Seyler of the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ National bank of 
this city, who said: 

*“‘ According to our information, a mail 
pouch, made up here June 3 and leaving for 
New York on the following morning, has 
disappeared. A conservative valuation of 
the currency confents furnished by this and 
other banks of this city will be $50,000. The 
total amount is made up of between thirty 
and fifty packages, the exact number being 
difficult to determine. 

“The missing funds were placed in the 
postoffice the evening of June 8, their desti- 
nation being New York City, our corre- 
spondent there being the Chemical National 
bank, to whom our portion of the shipment 
was consigned.”’ 

It is admitted that the lost pouch left here 
over the Santa F6 railroad the morning of 
June 4and was due in Kansas City on Satur- 
day. 


NEGRO’S CRIME STIRS POPULACE 


Slayer Garbed in Woman’s Clothing Is 
Sought for Old Crime and Kills 
Two More Citizens.

Defendant; Freed on Charge of 
Inveigling Girls to Home. 


New York, June 11, 8a. m.—(Bpecial. ]—The 
jury which has been hearing the evidence 
against Raymond Hitcheock, the actor, at 
®@ o’clock thie morning returned a verdi 
holding him not guilty of the charges Pp 
ferred by several young girls. 

The case went to the jury at 7:30 laet even- 
ing. The hearing had coneumed severel 
days. 

At midnight the jury entered the courtroom 
and aeked for instructions as to the nature 
of reasonable doubt, the exact meaning of 
“inference,” -and whether, if the evidence 
were equally divided, the benefit of the doubt 
should be given to the defendant. The justice 
explained the first two points and as to the 
last question said the defendant might be 
given the benefit of the ‘doubt in case the 
evidence was equally divided. 

Justice Goff rushed the last day of the trial 
with all possible speed. Late in the after- 
noon Max Steuer, counsel for Hitchcock be- 
gan to sum up. 

Gerry Society Accused. 

Mr. Steuer told the‘jury that there was a 
plan to biackmall Hitchcock and that the 
principal agent behind his prosecution was 
the Gerry society. . He said that Hitchcock 
was innocent and that the most that could be 
charged against him was that he took twe 
young girls for an automobile ride, thinking 
that he would give them some pleasure and 
recreation. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan’s reply 
was that Hitchcock rented the room in the 
West Forty-first street house for no other 
purpose than to get young girls there and 
harm them. He pointed out that Hitchcock 
did not tell the truth to him when he went to 
the district attorney’s office. 

Justice Goff's charge to the jury lasted 
about an hour and a half, although with 
the exception of a brief summary of the 
principal points of the evidence he confined 
his remarks to the law. There were three 
counts in the indictment—attempted assault 
on a girl under 18, abduction, and plain as- 
sault. .He said that if the jury found suffi- 
cient evidence to convict on either count it 
should do so or find Hitchcock not guilty. 
Referring to the witnesses who testified to 
Hitchcock's reputation Justice Goff said that 
it did not mean that a man who had a good 
character could not commit a crime. 

During part of Justice Goff’s charge, which 
was not considered favorable to Hitchcock, 
the actor's wife cried. She sat next to Flore 
Whiston, who was in court all day. 


Justices Testify for Actor. 


Most of the day had been devoted to hearing 
the final testimony from both sides. Sev- 
eral witnesses were produced to show that 
Hitchcock's reputation was good. Among 
them were Judge Albert C. Rich of Auburn, 
Supreme Court Justice Hendrick and Jus- 
tice Olmsted of the special session. Each was 
asked by Mr. Garvan if he knew that Hitch- 
cock’s first wife had got a divorce from him 
on statutory grounds. None knew it. 

Herman Rupke, Hitcheock’s valet, told 
about the automobile ride Hitchcock gave 
to Bisie Voecks and Helen von Hagen to 
Great Neck. He said that Hitchcock sent 
them home that evening, but on the next 
Sunday afternoon he found the two girls on 
the stairs in the Hitchcock home. He sent 
them away—it was absut 2:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon—but about 10:30 o'clock that night 
he found them on the porch and teok them In. 

The next morning Hitchcock gave the girls 
breakfast and sent them away. Helen von: 
Hagen had testified that Hitchcock took her 
and another gir! to Great Neck the following 
Thursday night, but the valet said that 
Hitchcock did not come home that evening 
at all. 

What Hitchcock Told Them. 


Rupke said he was in the Forty-first street 
house when Hitchcock brought the Von 
Hagen and Voecks girls to the house and 
questioned them about the scandalous sto- 
ries he had heard they were circulating 
about him. 

Mary Von Hagen, mother of Helen, testified 
that she had seen her daughter in the House 
of the Good Shepherd and asked her what 
she had been doing with Mr, Hitchcock. The 
girl said that there was nothing wrong. 
“With all the sincerity of my heart,”’ she 
said to her mother, ‘I am telling you the 
gospel truth.’”’ Helen said further that the 
Gerry agents were trying to get her to testify 
against Hitchcock. 

Mrs. von Hagen, who has a fine Irish 
brogue, treated Mr. Garvan as if he were a 
young man she would like to spank. He 
asked her if she hadn't been to his effice urg- 
ing him to prosecute. Hitchcock. 

“Why, Mister Garvan, Mister Garvan, 
Mister Garvan,” she repeated with a tone of 

roach which made the courtroam laugh, 
**T never did.”’ 

Mr. Garvan sprung a surprise a little later. 
He produced a girl) who looked younger than 
any others that have appeared in the case. 
She said she was Caroline Madeline Teget- 
meyer and seemed to be about 12. She said 
she had been in the Forty-first street house 
in November, 1906. Mr. Garvan asked her if 
she knew the defendant, but apparently not 
understanding the meaning of the word “‘ de- 
fendant” she sald she did not, but on the 
next question she said she knew Raymond 
Hitchcock and had seen him in the house. 


Defendant Denies Acquaintance. 


Lawyer Steuer did not ask a question of 
her, but he jumped Hitchcock to the stand 
at once. The actor said he had never seen 
the girl before and he never was in the For- 
ty-first street house .with her. That was 
all Mr. Steuer wanted and Mr. Garvan tackled 
Hitchcock. He wanted to know if Belle Mc- 
Kenzie had not taken the girl to his dressing 
room and if Hitchcock had Mot taken both 
of them to the Forty-first street house. 

“No, sir, positively no,’ said Hitchcock. 

Mr. Garvan then tried to find out if Hitch- 
cock had gone under the name of C. B. Jack- 
son at the Castle Square hotel in Boston, 
but this line of questioning was ruled out 
by Justice Goff. 

The last witness was Helen von Hagen’'s 
married sister, Margaret. She told of con- 
versations she and her mother had with 
Helen, the conversations being about the 
same as her mother had testified to.

EX-CAPTAIN DENIES THEFT; 
SAYS WOMAN STOLE CHECKS. 


Daniel F, Keller, Charged with Vie- 
timizing Host at Fort Sheridan, 
Tells of Wanderings in West. 


Daniel F. Keller, former captain in the 
United States army, charged with stealing 
six blank quartermaster’s checks April 8, 
1907, from Capt. William Weigle at Fort 
Sheridan, yesterday went on the stand in 
his trial before Judge Landis. He denied he 
was the thief, and told of his wandérings 
in the west until arrested at Kamloops, B. C. 

Keller took the witness stand in the after- 
noon after the prosecution had closed. He 
testified that he was Capt. Weigle’s guest 
at the time of the theft, and that he assisted 
in the search which was made for the checks. 

"I left Chicago in May and went to Omaha 
where I met a man who said his name was 
E. L. Smith,” Keller testified. ‘Smith said 
he was a discharged soldier, and that he 
had known me at Fort Sheridan. 

“He showed me some blank checks which 
he said he had received from a woman cm- 
ployed at the home of one of the officers at 
Fort Sheridan. 

Keller said he and Smith went to Reno, 
Wyo., together. He professed ignorance of 
ever having cashed two quartermaster's 
checks for $7,500 at Reno, and said his con- 
dition while in Reno was such that his visit 
was a blank.

Because a woman called him a murderér, 
Frank Pugh, formerly of De Kalb county, 
Il., has sued her for $1,000, charging sian- 
This in spite of the fact that Pugh 
pleaded guilty and served six years in the 
penitentiary for attempted murder.. He told 
his story yesterday in Judge Newcomer's 
court, declaring on oath that he had been 
railroaded to prison for a crime he did not 
comm it. 

Pugh is suing Ella Faot, 1004 Washington 
boulevard. He testified that.on Oct. 14, 19Q7, 
she called him a murderer and said that he 
killed a man before a public assembly at 
a time when he was seeking admission into 
a society. 

“She pointed toward me and said: ‘ He 
fe a murderer. He kitted a man. He is @ 
prison bum, and used other. slanderous ex- 
pressions,”’ Pugh deciared. 


Story Begins with Shooting. . 

“ Pugh’s story began in Sandwich, Ill, whem 
Charles La Seur was shot in hishome. Four 
days atterward Pugh, who had been a friend 
of the aged mat, was summoned to nurge 
him. Suspicion later fell on Pugh, and de- 
tectives from a private agency in Chicago 
were put on the case. 

According to Pugh's testimony the detect- 
ives met him and, after failing to inducé 
him to drink whisky, they gave him benanas 
and. orahgés. The'.next. thing. he retalled 
was when he found himself in a room on the 
top floor of a Chicago skyscraper surrounded 
by detectives and Sheriff Holmes of De Kalb 
county, he said. 

Pugh further testified that hie plea of 
guilt; to the charge of assaulting La Seur 
was made on the advice of his attorney, 
Thomas M. Cliffe, and the sheriff of De Kalb 
county, who told him his punishment would 
be slight and that he would escape a more 
serious charge which was at the time in the 
hands of the federal authorities... The federal 
charve was that Pugh had opened a letter 
belonging to a woman in De Kalb courfty. 


Says Innocence Was Known. 

A stir was caused in the courtroom when 
Pugh said: ‘‘ Dan Holmes. the sheriff, and my 
attorney then knew that I wasn’t guilty, but 
that a relative of La Seur committed the 
crime. 

“After my term in the penitentiary was 
over,” ‘he continued, “I came to Chicago to 
live down my past. I was preparing to join 
a lodge when my record was brought up by 
the deféndant in this case, who knew me in 
De Kalb county. She called mé a murderér 
in a hall at Lake and Francisco streets.’’ 

The defendant in the slander sult did not 
deny the alleged utterances, with reference 
to Pugh, but the defense relied on his.con- 
viction. ‘ 

After the argument of attorneys was fin- 
ished the suit was continued until this morn- 


ing.

ASH 10 TRACKS SAVES THO 


Mounted Policeman John Bialk 
Rescues Babies in Peril. 


SWINGS THEM. TQ - SAFETY. 


Northwestern “TY! . Extension Train 
Whizzes by a Second Later. 


Two little children, victims. of a runaway 
accident, were rescued from almost certain 
death last evening, when John W. Bialk, a 
mounted policeman of the Summerdale sta- 
tion, spurred his horse on to the tracke of 
the Evanston extension of the Northwestern 
elevated railroad at the Bryn Mawr cross- 
ing and snatched them from in front of a 
tapidly moving train. With sparks flying 
from the wheels as the brakes were ground 
against them, the lime of cars sped past, 
being stopped a hundred feet distant. 

The rescue was seen by scores of persons, 
and the mounted policeman. was 
loudly as he urged his horse to its utmost 
and then leaned far out in his saddle, grasp- 
ing both youngsters in his right arm. Al- 
though slightly injured, Bialk carried his 
charges to their home, 2474 sees ave- 
nue. 

Horse Frightened; Dash Begins. 

Lucie and Gilbert Beggs, aged 6 and 4 
years old, had been left in a buggy by their 
father, Joseph, who stepped into a store at 
Evanston and Bryn Mawr avenues. An in- 
stant later the animal had taken fright and 
Was dashing along the street. 

Wher the railroad crossing was reached 
the gates were down to permit a train to pass, 
but with a wild lunge the horse crashed 
through the barriers. The children were 
thrown to the tracks as the vehicle was over- 
turned, and the horse sprang over the gates 
on the east side and collided with another 
buggy (riven by Gustave Swanson of 964 
Winthrop avenue. Swaneon was thrown to 
the street and suffered slight injuries. His 
horse was caught several blocks away by 
Mounted Policeman Frank Gerrigan. 

At the time Bialk was a block west of the 
crossing, and, although he attempted to seize 
the line: of the Beggs horse as it ran past 
him, they slipped through his fingers. He 
reached the crossing a second after the con- 
veyance wae overturned and the rescue of the 
children followed. 

“I-did the best I could,”’ he said to the 
motorman, who hurried back, wiping his 
brow. ‘“‘I saw that you would not be able 
to stop in time, and knew that unless I 
reached there ahead of you it would’be all up 
with the littleones. They're not badly hurt.” 

The runaway horse dropped dead from ex- 
haustion a few blocks away from the cross- 
ing.

Washington, D..Cc., June 10: cileaeee J. 
Dawson, vice president of the Liberian re- 
public, one of the Liberian envoys in Wash- 
ington, made a statement. today regarding 
the object of their visit to this-city. 

He said that in view of the freq re- 
currences of boundary questions: between 
Liberia and her mote péwertul neignbors, 
resulting in the loss of territory to Liberia, 
the envoys are seeking an arrangement with 
the American government whereby ‘he ter- 


{ ritorial status qup of Liveria,. recognized by 


existing treaties, may be aentired and made 
perpetual. 

Mr. Dawson said the lenattinal of such an 
arrangement to the future welfare and sta- 
bility of the black republic is’ apparent. It 
seems to the envoys a propi moment for 
the Amcrican government to make more per- 
manent the handiwork of ite citizens respon- 
sible for the founding of Liberia to take an 
attitude towards the struggling republic 
whica would achieve that end. 


Hope to Receive Aid, 


Mr. Dawson said the reception of the en- 
voys at the White house and state depart- 
ment was exceédingly friendly; and they 
hoped the president would not turm a deaf 
ear to their entreaties. He added: 

“There are, we think, reasons more than 
mere sentiment why America should mani- 
fest a deep interest in us. We form a part of 
the large and rapidly increasing negro citi- 
zenship of this country and hold Liberia as 
trustees for them and their descendants. 

“ This is the original idea, and though ne- 
groes in this country may not now feel the 
impulse to emigrate to Liberia in large num- 
bers, yet. they do come, and. we think the 
country should be kept int for all negroes 
in America who might in fQture desire to go 
to the fatherland.”’ 


Invite President to Liberis. 

President Roosevelt. tonight received the 
envoy a accompanied by Booker T. Wash- 
ington, and, after leaving thé White house, 
the party went to the home of —Secretary 
Taft to pay their respects.

CURBING MILK DEALERS. 

The city health department is taking 
the right course with the milk men. Its 
officers have tried warnings and small 
fines in -vain, Some of the dealers have 
persisted in misdeeds in spite of every- 
thing. Now they are free to engage in 
other occupations. There are some others 
who are to have one more chance. Then 
their turn will come. The fate of the 
men who have continued to sell low grade 
milk notwithstanding repeated fines ought 
to. make them understand that thé cam- 
paign against adulteration is an’ earnest 
one, 

An examination of the list of the deal- 
ers who are on the grill shows that the 
great majority are those who sell to the 
poorer classes of the population, These 
are the people who most need the protec- 
tion of' the authorities. They are apt to 
be housed in sections where the danger cf 
disease from impure or unclean milk is a 
constant one. They are forced to buy 


their supplies of the small neighborhood 


shops. The dealers have not been ap- 
pealed to by any sentiment of a humani- 
tarian type. They have been perfectly 
content with ill gotten gains from adul- 
terated milk sold to their neighbors. 

To bar such people from further sales 
is the only effective way i put am epd to 
the dangers from impure milk which ‘be- 
come increasingly threatening as the hot 
summer months come near. The cru- 
sade against them is a gratifying one. 
There should be no cessation of the fight 
until the business of supplying milk is 
purged of the dealers who do not scruple 
to impose upon those whose necessities af- 
ford opportunity for the mean-spirited in- 


“dividuals who thrive on adulterated and 


unclean products.

The imperial family of Russia is said to be 
extremely indignant about the matter, and 
justly so. For the morganatic widow of 
Alexander II., Princess Yourieffska, is 
colossally rich, her imperial husband haying 


at considerably over $25,000,000 im her name 
and for her benefit in the Bank of England. 
besides making other investments abroad 
for her benefit, knowing full well that owing 
to the cruel manner In which he had neglected 
his first wife, the Empress Marie, for her 
Sake, she would receive scant consideration 
at the hands of nis sOn and successor.

By judicious investments the princess, who 
was exiled from Russia on the morrow of 
her husband’s assassination, is understood 
to have doubled her fortune. But she has 
aiso earned a reputation from one end of 
Europe to the other for avarice of the most 
sordid character, and though the money 

ven and bequeathed to her by Alexander 
I, was intended for the benefit of their chil- 
dren quite as much as for herself she treats 
them in the most shabby manner. 

The empéror, it may be recalled, left her 
with three children, a son and two daughters, 
ail of them born out of wedlock, that is to 
say, during the lifetime of the late Empress 
Marie, and before the latter's death had 
enabled her husband to legalize his rela- 
tions, after a fashion, with Princess Cath- 
erine Dolgorouki by means of a morganatic 
marriage, on the occasion of which he created 
her Princess Yourteffska. 

The girls, Princess Olga and Catherine, 
were repeatedly engaged to be married, the 
match being in every instance broken off 
on account of the refusal of their mother 
to give them a dowry or anything beyond a 
sma allowance, the payment of which was 
entirely dependent upon her caprice and her 
pleasure, Projected marriages with both 
Count Boson de Talleyrand-Perigord (who | 
afterwards married Levi P. Morton’s daugh- 
ter and was divorced by her) and also with 
the late due dé Chaulnes (who died the other 
day in Paris after marrying Miss Shonts) 
were wrecked almost on the eve of the day 
appointed for the wedding on this account, 
and when eventually the two girls did get 
husbands, the latter consisting in the one 
case of Prince Alexander Bariatinsky, and in 
the other of Count Merenburg, pretender ta 
the grand ducal throne of Luxemburg, they 
had to be content with whatever their stingy 
mother-in-law would consent to do for them 
in a financial way. 
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Count Merenburg has got along without 
much trouble, having inherited a tidy fortune 
from his father, the late Prince Nicholas 
of Nassau, a fortune acquired through the 
ownership of the public gambling tables at 
Wiesbaden of the penultimate sovereign 
duke of Nassau, who was the father of Prince 
Nicholas. But the Bariatinskis have beer 
in financial difficulties ever since their wed- 
ding. The prince’s own means are restricted 
to: an allowance of about $10,000 voluntarily 
paid to him by his parents; and he was heavily 
in debt at the time of his marriage. Princess 
Yourieffska declined to give her daughter 


$15,000. 

Naturally the young people, both of them 
accustomed to extravagance and reputed to 
be enormously rich, became involved in 
financial difficulties, and the prince began 
giving notes, notably for jewelry, horses, 
carriages, etc. These notes having beéh dis- 
counted were dfshonored on presentation, 
and the prince’s creditors, finding that he was 
unable and hie relatives unwilling to do any- 
thing towards a -compromise of his liabili- 
ties, invoked the courts at St. Petersburg 
and secured a decree of bankruptcy against 
him. 

Let me add that Princess Alexander Bariat- 
insky is the little child whom Alexander II. 
dandied on his knee, and to whom he gave 
the last embrace on leaving the palace of the 
little girl’s mother after luncheon on March 
13, 1881, to go to his shocking doom at the 
hands of the nihilists. The princess and her 
husband are living at Biarritz, and apparent- 
ly indifferent to the stigma placed upon their 
name through this decree of bankruptcy.

Prince Alexander is a younger brother of 
that Prince Viadimir Bariatinsky who quar- 
reled with his parents by quitting the navy, 
in which he was serving as a lieutenant on 
board the imperial yacht, Polar Star, to wed 
the St. Petersburg actress, Lydia Yawar- 
skaia. Encouraged by his wife, who is the 
daughter of a general and the niece of a for- 
mer cabinet minister, he devoted himself 
to art and literature, wrote several books 
and dramas, and delivered in Paris, London, 
and I believe aiso at Boston a series of pop- 
ular lectures on the poet Pushkin. 

Hie then started at St. Petersburg a daily 
newspaper called the Northern Courter, in 

which he sank the bulk of the large fortune 
which he had inherited from an uncle, and 
which was eventually suppressed by the gov- 
ernment on account of its attacks upon the 
latter, the prince ‘thereupon making an un- 
successful attempt to commit suicide, inflict- 
ing, however, dangerous wounds upon him- 
seif with a revolver. 

One of the most famous members of the 
house of Bariatinsky during the last century 
was Field Marshal Prince Bariatinsky. 
While still a young man he fell in love with 
the Grand Duchess Olga, daughter of Prince 
Nicholas I. His love was returned, and the 
duchess became so infatuated that she in- 
sisted on eloping with the prince to get mar- 
ried somewhere in Germany or elsewhere 
abroad, beyond the reach of her father's 
anger 

~~ 


. Whether Nicholas. had any inkling of this 
or not it is difficult’to say with any degree 
of certainty. But one day when talking with 
Prince Bariatinsky their conversation turned 
to the subject of the gloomy Peter and Pau! 
fortress before their eyes, the emperor in- 
cidentally remarking that it was “ a fitting 
abode for those whose aspirations and am- 
bitions soared too high.”’ Perhaps he might 
have been led to make this utterance owing 
to the fact that all the members of the reign- 
ing house of Russia since Peter the Great 
are buried there, and that the tonib is the 
end of all human ambitions. 

Prince Bariatinsky, however, imagined 
that the eZar Was aware of his infatuation 
for the grand duchess, and that his remark 
had been.intended as & warning that any 
continuance-of the affair would land him in 
those terrible dungeons that are situated in 
the fortress down below the imperial tombs. 

Frightened out of his wits he threw himself 
at the cgar’s feet, made a clean breast of 
the whole affair, and of, the grand duchess’ 
determination to elope, and begged mercy for 


a@ign’s favorite daughter.

Nicholas, in consideration of his having 
made a full confession, pardoned him, sant 
him off to join the army of the Caucasus, 
where he distinguished himself in such a 
manner that with the continued favor of the 
emperor he was rapidly promoted, becoming 
a field marshal at an unusually early age. 
He never married. What passed between the 
emperor and his daughter it is impossible to 
say. But not long afterwards she was com- 
pelled by her stern parent to give her hand

I am in Toledo, sweetheart, that city which 
| we saw in stereopticon views jast winter, the 

oné set high upon a hill. I am willing to ad- 
mit the lecturer’s contention that with the 
exception of Jerusalem this rock girt fortress 
placed high above the deeply banked Tague 
is the most picturesquely located of all cities 
of the world. The Tague is the natural de- 
fense of the place, for Toledo, like Vesontio 
—you remember Cesar?—is almost surT- 
rounded by the river, a broad stream, whose 
banks, rocky and precipitous, form a deep 
gorge, through which the water flows. The 
one side of the city where an approach by 
land is possible is well defended by walls. 
Overlooking the Tagus rose the famous pal- 
ace of the Gothic kings, now quite destroyed, 
but still called El Palacio de Don Rodrigo 
by Toledoans after its last occupant, Rod- 
erick, the last of the Gotha, 

How feeble my descriptive words seem 
as I write the Toledo is fair to the sight, 
especially when seen at sunset from the 
plain below, when shadows are deep in its 
crevasses, and its softened outlines take on 
warm hues of red and brownand gold. Then 
it is like a specter of past glories, tnacces- 
sible and mute, yet eloquent of pomp and 
power, and of that rude strength inherent 
in an eyrie stronghold. But what one’s eye 
can see here is but a small part of Toledo's 
charm, The city, with its wealth of legend, 
is—to use a word,of Mathew Arnold’s— 
drenched in poetry and magic.

The enhcanted palace of Hercules, the 
palace of Gallana, and the lttle Chruch of 
Christ of Light, thé bridge of Alcantara, and 
the ruins of the fatal bathhouse of the fair 
‘Plorinda, unhappy Helen of the Toledo of the 
Goths, ate only representatives of many won- 
derful, storied places of Toledo. There are 
relics here, besides, which move one’s in- 
terest. 
Juan de los Reyes, for instance, hang the 
chains stricken from the Christian captives 
freed when Granada was taken. Just out- 
side the town is an old Roman amphitheater 
And the Cathedral 
of Toledo has possessions rich as the wealth 
of kings. 

As you pass Paroudhn the close and silent 
streets, which wander up and down and 
roundabout in tortuous course, white walled, 
unfriendly in appearange, so grimly are the 
windows barred, so 
blank doors of the hou that show no pleas- 
ant glimpses of flowery patios within, it is 
hard to realize that Tolede was the old 
capital of Spain before Madrid and had 
200,000 people within its walls. Ite inhabit- 
ants now number 20,000. Its paliices are 
gone. Its languid heart sleeps on as quietly 
as that of the enchanted princess who waited 
for a lover's kiss. 
: . * ss 

Enough remains in the city, however, to 
give a hint of what the place was ofce. The 
cathedral is magnificent, there are curious 
old palaces and churches, and in the streets 
(I'm sure of {t) are many ghosts. 

Stories vary about Toledo’s origin. It was 
built by Hercules, they say. And the great 
| “they” also assert that it was founded by 
the Jews who fied from Jerugalem: on that 
city’s capture by Nebuchadnegzar; and like- 
wise that it was in the beginning a Phoeni- 
clan settlement. But after all the truth of 
either or any tale does not matter much to 
us. We are content to know that under the 
Jews and Moors it was a splendid kingdom, 
that the Goths once won and held it, and lost 
it through their king’s love of a woman, that 
Charles V. reigned here, world master, that 
in the sixteenth century the city reached its 
acme of prosperity, that of old ite archbish- 
ops were a race of mitred kings. 

We accept whatever history tells us and 
pass on willingly to legend. Often we find 
the two entwined together, as in the follow- 
ing story. When the French were here they 
damaged Toledo more in their brief occupa- 


or fire or tempest, or time itself. They car- 
ried away most-things portable, and de- 
stroyed more, quartered cavalry in churches, 
used rare old carved wood for camp fires, 
and stained glass windows for pistol prac- 
tice. One Frenchman was rightly treated. 
In rough sport he bent to kiss the cold face 
of a marble woman asleep on her tomb, and 
her marble husband on the tomb opposite 
raised his heavy hand and smote the soldier 
full on the face, breaking his bones. The 
marble lady was left in peace thereafter, and 
her husband looks as serene as if he had never 
stirred since first carved in marble. 
~ me 

I like also the legend of the crucifix whose 
swinging light went out three times when two 
friends tried to fight a, midnight duel by its 
sacred gleam. Each time they paused it was 
relit ,though no hand touched it, and finally, 
when overawed by the miracle, they became 
reconciled, it burned more brightly than it 
ever did. And. precious to me is the little 
Chureh of the Christ of the Vega, with its 
image of Christ on the cross, to which a gir! 
once appealed as witness, and in ascent the 
Christ moved its right arm, as one at the 
present day even may see and believe, for the 
arm of the figure still hangs down from the 
cross beam where it should be. 

Here is another Toledo story which I hope 
you will like as much as I do. Long years 
ago, in the fourth century, a holy virgin, 
Leocadia by name, was cast down from the 
rocks by order of Dacian because she was a 
Christian. Now, it happénéd some time 
afterward that Ildefonso was archbishop of 
Toledo, He it was for whom all the Alfonsos 
were named. Once at mass the Virgin Mary 
came down from heaven, and gave to hima 
chasuble, or robe. This, to the present day, 
is kept here in a box. If you open the box 
you will see nothing, which is proof that the 
. story is true, for it is expressly. told that the 
chasuble is invisible. And in the cathedral] 
you can see the stone where the Virgin's 
feet trod, and you can reach in your fingers 
through a grating and touch the rock. and 
then kiss your fingers, noticing meanwhile 
that the solid rock worn deep by the rev- 
erent fingers that have touched it. 

But, to return to the holy story, once again 
was the archbishop favored of heaven. An- 
gels came down and opened the sepulcher of 
Saint Leocadia and she came forth there- 
from and told the archbishop that his con- 
duct pleased the .queen of héayen, and the 
archbishop cut off a plece of her robe in order 
that the people. might with their own, eyes 
see evidence of the miracle. And today you 
can see hére im Toledo the sciggors and the 
piece of cloth. The former are kept in a 
great box of silver rah gold made like a ship. 


I drove over the bridge of San Martin along 
the steep ridges west of the Tagus among 
olive groves to get a distant view of the 
city, and out to the sword factory to see 
the Toledo blades. made, once famed for their 
‘‘ice brook’s temper.””. You can’t drive much 
in the city. Im many of the streets I could 
toucn both sides. at once, afd it would be 
easy to cross the street. by crossing: from one 
balcony to another. 

They speak ‘good Spanish here, thaaneees in 
Spain, ‘tis said. “I don’t know about that, 
but I have seen it stated that in the arcades 
of the Zocodover, Spanish romance received 
its first form from the mixture of many 
tongues there spoken. And Alfonso X, de- 
cided by law thatin casesvf a linguistic doubt 
the Toledan interpretation and sense of a 
word should prevail. 

All of which is well worth knowing. But 
tonight the English of your dear letter is 
sweeter to me than any Spanish ever spoken, 
sung, or written.

Neglect of schoole in the poorer districts 
until their sanitary conditions and general 
surroundings are intolerable was charged 
yesterday by Ald. John W. McNeal of the 
Fourth ward ih.a speech before the council 
committee on schools. 
As a result of Ald, McNeal's assertions the 
committee decided to make a tour of all the 
older schools in Chitago to see if the appro- 
priaticns for repairs should be centered upon 
them to the exclusion of newer schools. 
Dwight-H. Perkins, school architect, was 
asked to furnish the board with a list of such 
schools at once, and Ald. Zimmer. the chair- 
man, said that the trip would be méide within 
a week if poasible. | 


Names Badly Kept Schools. 
“ All down thr my ward the schools 
are not fit to use,” said Ald. McNeal. “ Either 


their sanitary conditiong are bad or their 
surroundings are wrétched, tr both. The 


as any one has. 

“Conditions now are worse than when I 
went to school thirty years ago at the Hol- 
den school, Thirty-first street and Loweave- 
hue. The yard is all full of clay. The little 
girls can't wear their light dresses or.they 
oan "t play; it’s one or the other. 3 

“ Sanitary conditions at the Healy school, 
Wallace and Thirty-firet streets, are tn- 
speakabie. I can’t well stand here in this 
committee an@ tell you, how bad they are. 
Mr. Perkins says the thoney which might 
have been used to repair them has been spent 
On fire escapes. I. want them repaired any- 
how. Come down and take a look, and I'll 
leave it to you.

Pennsylvania Road Files Answer to 
Government Suit Enjoining Coal 
Transportation Under Hepburn Act.

Philadgiphia, Pa., June 10.~—The answer of 
the Pennsylvania railroad company to the 
bills in equity filed by the government against 
the coal carrying one og to enforce the 
commodity clause of/the Hepburn act was 
filed in the United States Circuit court here 
today 

Under the commodity clause.of. the Hep- 
burn act railroads are enjoined from trans- 
porting coal mined by them or In the produc- 
tion of which they hdve an interest. The 
companies made defendants by the govern- 
ment are: The Reading, Lehigh Valley, 
Pennsylvania, Erie, Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western, and the Delaware and Hud- 
son. 

The answer of the Pennsylvania says the 
law is void for the following reasons: 

“That it does not undertake to regulate 
the transportation in interstate commerce 
of anthracite coal produced from the mines 
of the several coal companies mentioned in 
the suit, but undertakes to prohifit transpor- 
tation thereof, and is, therefore, not a‘ regu- 
lation’ of interstate commerce, and conse- 
quently is not within the scope of the com- 
merce clause of the constitution. . 

“That the effect of the clause will con- 
stitute a taking of the defendants’ property, 
corporate rights, and franchises without due 
process of law and without compensation, 
and in its result this defendant will be denied 
the equal protection of the law. 

“That the clause is class legislation un- 
duly and unjustly discriminative in its re- 
sults, in that it permits_railroad companies 
to transport in interstate commerce timber 
and manufactured product thereof which 
may be manufactured or produced by any 
such company, or under its authority. 

“ That the penalties imposed by the statute 
are of such magnitude, in contravention of 
the eighth amendment to the constitution of 
the United States, and so unduly excessive 
and extortionate as‘to be substantially de- 
structive of the property and franchises of 
the carriers affected thereby, and in respect 
to such carriers to constitute a denial of the 
equal protection of the law.”
